FOUR Scottish 
fishermen who broke a 
local bye-law while 
fishing off the Cornish 
coast in November 
were each fined a max- 
imum £50 at Helston- 
Kerrier magistrates' 
court on Friday. 

The Peterhead-registered 
Amethyst was plotted from 
the patrol boat Polaris. The 
cases against five other Scots 
boats were adjourned until 
October by the court. 

Chairman of the bench, 
Russell Knights, said the law 
is to safeguard Cornish 
fishing rights. He felt the 
maximum fine is rather low. 

Four owners of Amethyst: 
James Forbes Buchan; 
William Noble Walker; Jo hn 
Alexander Buchan; and 
Robertson Buchan, all from 
Peterhead, pleaded guilty. 

They admitted using a 
trawl in fishing for sea fish 
while the vessel was propelled 
for the time being otherwise 
than by sails or oars. 

Mr. J. Whiting, prosecuting 
for the Cornwall Sea 
Fisheries Committee, said the 
prohibition applied to vessels 
over 30 tons net or 60ft. 

The bye-law protected the 
limited area of smooth sea 
around the Cornish coast 
from being denuded of fish by 
bigger boats. In mid-waters, it 
protected surface feeding 

Mr. Whiting Baid the law 
enabled small Doat owners to 
work in sheltered waters and 
to earn a reasonable living. 

Mr. Whiting said the 
trawler had been inside the 
three-mile limit and had 
broken a bye-law made in 
1949. 

Cornwall's chief fishery of- 
ficer, Broundand S. Tonkin, 
found ten vessels trawling 
between The Lizard and the 
Manacle rockB. 

By the use of radar and a 
Navigator, he plotted their 
position as being 2.6 mileB 
from land. 

Mr. Tonkin boarded 
Amethyst off Black Head, 
and told the Bkipper, James 
Forbes Buchan, tnat he had 
broken a bye-law. 

Mr. Whiting stated that the 
Bkipper said it was the first he 
hsa heard of it. When Mr.

Shellfish prospects 1975-

, Th- is , y ear . a section on 
shellfish is included in the an- 
nual leaflet. Fishing 
Prospects, issued by the 
Ministry’s laboratories at 
Lowestoft and Burnham-on- 
Lrouch. Ii reviews the 
catching and landings oi 
lobsters, crabs, nephrons, 
crawfish, ahriinps, queens 
and scallops. 

The report is well worth 
reading and can be obtained 
tree from the MAFF 
laboratories at Lowestoft or 
Burn ha m -on -Crouch. 

Lobster 

In 1974 the lobster catch 
was the lowest since 1068 
and, in spite of the fact that 
total value fell to 
£832,000, it was still well 
above the average value for 
the period 1962-74. 

Barmouth, in Cardigan 
Bay, is the top lobster port in 
England and Wales (the 
report does not cover 
Scotland), followed by Selsay, 
Seahousea, Whitby and 
Bridlington. 

Welsh lobster landings in- 
creased steadily from the 
early 1960s following in- 
creased fishing effort in Car- 
digan Bay, but the catoh fell 
from 130 tons in 1973 to only 
79 tons in 1974. This decline 
was put down to a cut in 
fishing effort and productivi- 
ty.
